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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment received on 9/1 1/09 has been entered. 

2. In view of the amendment received on 9/1 1/09, the double patenting rejection is 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-12, 14-16 and 19-26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present 
invention is directed to a reactance adjuster that adjusts reactance caused by an 
electric field transmittable medium and a communication apparatus for transmitting 
and/or receiving a signal including data to be transmitted or received via the electric 
field transmittable medium, a transmitter and a transceiver using the reactance adjuster, 
and a signal processing circuit preferable to these. The closest prior arts, Li (U.S. 
PATENT NO. 6,137,375), Lee (U.S. PG-PUB NO. 2002/0033729), and the applicant's 
admitted prior art of fig. 1 , either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render 
the features identified in each independent claim obvious.
